in the g e r tn ,— even as the rose, ere its leaves have open­ 
ed to receive the ki.sses of the sun,— even as the un­ 
taught bird, which pours forth a gush of melody in the ' 
green savanna, or on those untrodden hills where the ' 
eagle broods and the storm musters its artillery.

we do not hesitate lu assert, that in many poems of the j 
present collection, more especially those which hear the j 
names of Bryant, I’ercival, Brainard, Willis, and i.ydia | 
h5igourney, w e trace tlie presence o f tiiat power which i 
places man b u t “ a little below the a n g e ls .” 
T h e first-named poet we shall, of course, notice first. 
T h ere is a greatne&s of conception, and a prodigality of 
fancy about Bryant, which are well fitted to describe the 
scenes o f his J a th e r ln m l— that land where nature pre­ 
sents to us the features and bearing o f a giant— that land ' 
where all things w ear the impress of an antediluvian 
world, save the dew y morn when it breaks above some 
col nestled on the green but suuny side of a grassy 
valley, with its woodbiue-shudowed casement, Us luur- 
lin’s nest, and its familiar sparrow chirping on tlie house­ 
top, as chirped an E n g lis h sparrow in the home of our 
childhood. 
Vos ! Bryant has the true material of poetry about 
him , 
r a w iiifiterial, it m ay, by some, perhaps, lie 
deem ed,— still, it is such material as, did favouring cir­ 
cumstances permit, which it does not— for AmerTca is 
at present a mercantile rather than a literary land— mi<rht 
he wroaghl into a fabric that would outlive o u r day. ° 
Shall we he deemed irreverent if w e venture to sug­ 
gest, tliat had B ryant’s muse been duly nurtured, ho 
might have become the American Byron ?

there are occasionally m arks of crudeness, he most re­ 
minds us of W ilson and of lleiiians ;— for his ‘ Niglit 
W’atchiiig,’— in a plague-depopulated city,— possesses 
all the power o f the one, without the heart-sickening 
m in u ten e ss , and much of the soul touching pathos of 
the other. 
Brainard, although very unequal, has yet sipped at 
the trice spring, as has also W'illis, whose ‘ Saturday 
Aft<;raooti’ brought two seasons before us ; for, as vve 
read, vve were in boyhood, in the midst o f the “ merry 
ring,” or trying “ the daring jump 
— or, a n o n , our 
Spring and Sum m er,— nay, ahiicst our A u t u m n , past 
— vve gazed on the quaint and daring feats of a n e w 
generation, while ‘‘the reaper. D eath ” whispered that 
our years would soon he ripe for the sickle. 
But of all the [loems in the volume before us, that 
which vve perhaps most prize, and most covet the au­ 
thorship of, is from the pen of a woman. 
JVot for what 
is deemed the highest proof of the poet's cunning do vve 
value it, hut for its heart-thrilling truth. 
Should the reader remember the mother who bore 
him— tlie mother who knelt down with him in dom es­ 
tic prayer ; the mother whose holy hand rested on his
